FLEXIBLE COLLODION 


Colloclin is pyroxylin, gun cotton, dissolved in 


ether and alcohol. 
Flexible collodion contains also 


Canadian turpentine and castor oil to render it more 
elastic. 
This may be tinted to resemble the color 


of the skin by adding a few drops of an ether solu- 
tion of ttimerie or saffron. 
Flexible collodion must, 


bo tightly corked, for otherwise the ether soon evap- 
orates and leaves n sticky mass. 
AVhen using it. 


care should be taken to keep the liquid from con- 
tact with the neck of the vial, for it will harden 
there and prevent the stopper from fitting properly. 
A sterile (freshly boiled and driedr~brush may be 
used to apply it to the skin, or a toothpick with a 
wisp of cotton wrapped about its tip, and this should 
be discarded after use. 
No such medicament should 


be applied with the stopper or any contrivance per- 
manently attached to the stopper for that is an 
uncleanly practice from the surgical point of \je\v, 
and paves the way for infection or blood poisoning. 


Flexible collodion should be used invariably in- 


stead of court plaster. If the surface is perfectly 
dry the collodion will adhere and fwm.whal is prac- 
tically an imprevious protective covering for minor 
abrasions, scratches or wounds. Several layers may 
be applied successively, each being allowed to dry 
before the next is applied or when the lesion to 
be dressed is an inch or more in area, the collodion 
may be reinforced with thin wisps of absorbent cot- 
ton or single layers of surgeon's gau:ie. 


Such a dres=ins; is ideal for nearly a.11 hiding 


wounds, if applied immediately after the swabbing 
with tincture of iodine. 


Flexible collodion is an .excellent protective cov- 


ering for cracked lips, nipples, fincrei- tips, for hang- 
nnils or other raw or ragged edpes, provided these 
are clean and not already infected and inflamed. Tt 
should not be applied if inflammation is present, but 
rather a bulky wet absorbent dressing is in order 
then. 
Jt may be well to touch such lesions with 


tinc-ture of iodine before applying the collodion. 


Pr-rhap-* the test of all "corn cures" is a solu- 


tion of ;'0 grains of salicylic acid in half an ounce 
of flexible collodion, pointed on the corn daily for 
a week or more. 
This is also a good application 


for softening and removing callouses about 
the 


so!e^ of the feet. 
The same ''corn cure" will in 


many ca«es dispose of warts. 
"Rut by no means 


should such a remedy be applied to a bunion, which 
is as diffeient from a wart as paralysis is from that 
tired feeling. 


As a protective for lierpses ("cold sore") on the 


lip flexible collodion is excellent, if the spot is first 
carefullv dried and skillfully co.-Hcd with the mois- 
ture proof inconspicuous dressing. It is iilho a. com- 
fort.lble dressing for ,the -very painful hcrpses zos- 
ter ("shingles"* upon any part of the^skin if applied 
before tlie lesions suppurate. 
7Iere~the entire in- 


volved area of skin should be covered and when dry 
a thick padding of cotton or wool and a snug; band- 
age-. 


Ij.iily paintinc of the fingernails with flexible col- 


lodion containing 20 grains of-powdered ipecac to the 
ounce ha«; apparently broken the nail biting habit 
in some cases, though ipecac is likely to excite an 
eruption on the skin of the fingers.

than in 1922, but there will be no boom 


, times. There will be a gradual re- 


turn to prosperity without any ac- 
companying: ^inflation. 
The present 


strengthening of prices is only a break 
in the downward trend of commodity 
j^osts, after which the descent will con- 
tinue slowly for perhaps the next 25 
years. 


This was 'the encouraging news 


given an audience of 160 persons at- 
tending: the chamber of commerce for- 
um banquet in the Venetian room of 
Conway hotel Monday evening by L. 
L. Newton of the Babson Statistical 
organiaztion in his address on "A. 
Business Forecast for 1923." 


Prom the standpoint of cycles of de- 


pression and prosperity, business is 
running true to form as it has for 
more than a century, the speaker 
pointed out by means of a graphic 
chart. Propority is shown to weak- 
rn the moral fibre of the people and 
conditions then result which brings 
a reaction from times of plenty. There 
is a slump and recover J- then-occurs. 


MUST REMOVE BIX)CKADES 
The recent rapid advance toward 


prosperity won't continue until sever- 
al factors like labor "Inefflcicny. high 
tariffs, cars shortages and careless 
buying are removed. Mr. Newton said, 
but better production, more conserva- 
tive management and the tendency 
toward economical buying are condi- 
tions which will Remain, and which 
will be important factors in recovery. 


Seven factors were named which af- 


fect business four favorable and three 
unfavorable. Fundamental conditions 
will help effect a return to prosperity 
especially in elimination 
of 
waste: 


farmers will receive much more for 
.cTOPS produced at a, much lower cost; 
money will be plentiful at reasonable 
rates. 


Manufacturers are earning more on 


commodities but face rising costs with, 
inability to raise prices. Wages are 
still inflated and labor morn or less 
inefficient. Factories are operating at 
CO per cent of capacity, with prices 
meager and competition keen. Kuro- 
Viean conditions also arc a deterrent 
which will withhold prosperity longer. 


MUST LEARN AGAIN

an example of which was the recent 
cancellation of orders indiscriminate- 
ly. Bonds go up, stocks go down. Re-

ness men think then they don't need

depression has occurred. People get 
down to facts, go back to religion, 
and workers in fearing to lose their 
jobs and not being able to get anoth- 
er, give "a full day's work.
